The Major General believed that 
Mr. Thomas had come to Canada to 
hand out war contracts. Mr, Thomas’ 
instructions were to investigate condi- 
tions. That the misunderstanding 
still exists. is shown by the latest 
words of the two disputants. Sir 
Sam says that Canada could turn out 
five times as much as she does now, 
and that Mr. Thomas has not placed 
a dollar's worth of orders since he ar- 
rived. To which Mr. Phomas replies 
that Canadian deliveries are stow and 
prices high. Although the Major 
General and the British Munitioner

The suggestion is made that Sir 
Sam may be “trying tactics.” This is 
a feint attack on Mr. Thomas. The 
Major General leads a reconnaissance 
in force to draw atttention from weak- 
ness in another part of his line. 
While Sir Sam knocks the stufling 
out of the straw man the real offender 
slips away under cover of dust. The 
Major General is an old uand at blue 
ster, Whenever you tind him barking 
up the wrong tree. you may put it 
down as a military manoeuvre. His 
blunders, if any, are well contrived to 
give the impression of a bluff, not to 
siy precipitate honesty, Which rushes 
in where mere time-servers fear to 
tread. No truce shuts his mouth or 
keeps him out of the limelight asthe 
Chief Patriot In short the Major 
General knows his book, When it 
comes to inside politics you get up 
early in the morning if you would put 
it over Sam Hughes.

In a review of his experiences and 
fmpressions gained during his recent 
imporiant visit to Great Britain and 
the battlefields cf France and Belgium 
given before a gathering of hundreds 
of members of the Ottawa Canadian | 
club, Premier Sir Robert Borden ex- | 
pressed his pride in what the Can- 
adian troops have done for the Domin- 
fon and the empire at the front, in the 
eplendid spirit shown by the Canad- 
fang at Shorneliutte and the wounded 
in the different hospitals of the old 
country and France, in what the Brit- 
tsh navy has done and is gtill doing to 
keep the seag open for commerce, of 
confidence as a result of what he saw 
and Jearned that victory is assured 
to the arms of the allies—a victory 
that will give birth to a newer and 
freer civilization and democracy for 
the world. 

Sir Robert said i had been satis- 
factory to mako the voyage to Brit- 
gin and return on a ship carrying the 
British flag. There was a feeling of 
apprehension among some of the pas- 
gengers ag the vessel entered the war 
gone, but this was removed when a 
British war vessel came alongside. 

‘The premior said that shortly after 
he landed he saw evidence of what) 
the war meant for Canada, for there ; 
wera some wounded Canadian officers 
on the deck to meet him. 

A few days after his arrival in Nne- 
land he went to Shorncliffe and saw

Winter Would Appear to Favor the 
Cuase of Allies in Every Quarter 
Repeated evidences are being noted 


by the cables that all the allies are! 


preparing in earnes. for another win- 
ter campaign. This is not at all in the 
nature of news, but it indicates how 
little real disappointment has been felt 
by the allled government, at their in- 
ability to close the war with a con- 
clusive victory this year, Undoubt- 
edly Lord Kitchener's estimate of a 
long war lias been always in the mind 
of our military leaders, who fully un- 
derstood the character-of the enemy 
they had to face and break, 

A winter campaign is in our favor 
on all fronts. In Russia, this is es- 
pecially true. The Germans will have 
either to retire ignominiously from 
the far-eastern line they have reached, 
or endure a winter far from their 
bases and dependent on fragile and 
slender lines of railway for supplies. 
These lines run through a hostile pop- 
ulation and it will not be suxyprising if 
they get out of commission y fre- 
quently and at critical moments, Then 
the Russian winter will pe very trying 
to the Germans, and by no means so 
difficult for the inured Russians to 
meet. We may look for heavy Teu- 
tonic losses all through the winter—if 
they manage to hold at all—and for 


‘ comparatively light Slav sufferings. 


In the west, we have seen that 
winter makes for immobility, and, in 
this war of attvitian, it is we who can 
afford to remain immobile, while the 
Germans must make progress or lose 
their chance, When the western lines 
are finally settled for the winter, our 


lads will probably do nothing but hold | 


them, while the constant German 
movement will expose our enemies to 
constant losses, 

On the Italian frontiers, the Aus- 
trians will be compelled to live the 
Winter through under Alpine rigors, 
while the bulk of the Italian troops 
will be basking serenely in the sun- 
line of Italy. It is true that our al- 
lies are holding many of the Alpine
